(L.  S.)  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield,  qualified, 
to  vote  in  Town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  Whitney  Hall 
in  said  Town  of  Enfield,  on  the  ninth  day  of  March  next, 
at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following- 
subjects  : 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  by  ballot,  to  serve  for  three 
years,  one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  and 
one  Library  Trustee;  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  Treas- 
urer, one  Clerk,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Highway  Agent, 
one  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  one  Police  Chief,  one  Ceme- 
tery Agent,  one  Fire  Ward,  and  two  Auditors,  and  such 
other  necessary  town  officers,  required  by  law  to  be 
chosen  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Polls  will  open  at  9:30  A.M.  and  will  not  close  be- 
fore 6:00  P.M. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes,  the  sums  so  borrowed  to  be  paid  before  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  in  which  the  debt  was  incurred. 
ARTICLE  3.  To  authorize  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  or 
all,  of  such  parcels  of  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town 
through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  for  non-payment  of  tax- 
es, and  any  other  deeds,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver,  in  the  name  of  the 
Town,  suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such  real  estate  sub- 
ject to  such  conditions  or  restrictions  as  may  be  voted 
by  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  4.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $3,000.00  for  State  Aid  Construction,  to  receive 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00  from  the  State,  or  act  thereon. 
ARTICLE  5.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 


bum  of  $816.45  for  Town  Road  Aid  and  to  receive  the 
sum  of  $5,442.97  from  the  State. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of 
$400.00  as  requested  by  the  State  Forestry  Department, 
to  be  used  for  the  eradication  of  Blister  Rust. 
ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  or  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100  as  its  constribution  to  the  Dart' 
mouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region  Association,  or  act  thereon. 
ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase 
the  annual  salary  of  the  Selectmen  from  $525  to  $575  for 
the  Chairman,  and  from  $500  to  $525  for  the  other  two, 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  ii  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  sum  of  $1,573.40,  net  amount  received  from  the  sale 
of  the  Copeland  Block,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  paid 
to  the  Enfield  School  District. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  Budget  and  raise  or  appropriate  the  various  sums 
recommended  and  posted  by  the  Budget  Committee ; 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  11.  Upon  petition  of  Nellie  L.  Pierce  and 
others:  1)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  modify  its 
action  on  Article  16  as  printed  in  the  Town  Warrant 
for  March,  1953  so  that  this  Article  will  read : 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  equal  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  joint 
construction,  with  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  Highways,  of  either,  the  replacement  by  a 
reinforced  concrete  and  steel  bridge  or,  by  the  com- 
plete rehabilitation  of  the  present  covered  bridge 
across  the  Mascoma  River  in  Enfield  Village ;  the  Se- 
lectmen to  be  instructed  to  ask  for  an  immediate  re- 
view of  the  situation  by  the  State  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  and  Highways  and  the  choice  to  be  deter- 
mined by  which  is  lower  in  cost  provided  that  the  al- 
ternative selected  must  be  one  which  will  result  in 
state  acceptance  for  full  maintenance  of  the  resultant 


structure  and  the  said  structure  must  have  a  carrying 
capacity  of  at  least  16  tons. 

2)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  modify  its  ac- 
tion on  Article  17  as  printed  in  the  Town  Warrant  for 
March,  1953  so  that  this  Article  will  read : 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  is- 
suance of  not  exceeding  $20,000.00  in  serial  notes  and 
bonds  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  72  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  any  amendment 
thereon,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  Town's  share 
•of  either,  the  construction  of  a  reinforced  concrete  and 
steel  bridge  or,  the  complete  rehabilitation  of  the  pres- 
ent covered  bridge  across  the  Mascoma  River  in  En- 
field   Village,   whichever   may   be   decided   on  by  the 
Selectmen  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  Highways,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  de- 
termine the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  rate  of  in- 
terest on  such  serial  notes  or  bonds  and  to  take  what- 
ever action  may  be  necessary  to  the  issuance  thereof. 
ARTICLE  12.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  that,  If 
the  purposes  *.f  objects,  hereinafter  designated  for  which 
appropriations  for  the  year  1954,  may  have  been  made ; 
have  not  been  fully  accomplished  during  the  fiscal  year; 
then  the  funds  so  appropriated  or  unexpended  on  the 
unfinished    portion   of  said    object,  shall  be  placed  in  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund,  dedicated  to  the  object  of  its  con- 
ception, until  suck  time  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  act- 
ing as  agents  for  the  Town,  shall  have  the  opportunity 
or  occasion  for  the  fulfillment   or  completion  of/or  for 
the  purpose  or  object,  for  which  said  appropriation  was 
created. 

The  especially  designated  purposes  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  December  31,  1954,  are  as  follows: 

The  net  earnings  of  the  Town  Trucks  and  also  the 
Shovel  Loader,  derived  from  Highway  appropriations, 
for  replacement  purposes. 


ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  sum  of  $100.00  from  William  Pecore,  the  income 
therefrom  to  be  used  for  perpetual  care  of  the  Joseph 
M.  Clough  lot  in  Mont  Cahn  Cemetery. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Audi- 
tors, officers  or  committees  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  take  any  vote  or  transact  any  fur- 
ther business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

ANNUAL  REPORT   OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

The  Book  Circulation  increased  slightly  this  past 
year  although  there  was  an  equally  slight  decrease  in 
the  number  of  borrowers.  Our  young  people  remain 
our  largest  group  of  customers  and  have  made  good  use 
of  the  books  of  biography,  travel,  science,  nature,  etc., 
that  we  have  purchased  this  year.  We  wish  to  thank 
our  friends  for  their  generous  gifts  of  books  to  the  Li- 
brary. Our  book  funds  are  limited  and  these  gift  books 
greatly  help  toward  the  number  of  new  books  we  can 
offer  during  the  year  .and  still  leave  money  to  replace 
old  and  worn  out  editions.  The  Librarian  attended  a 
national  library  convention  at  Montreal  and  several  state 
meetings  and  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at- 
tended   the  state-wide    Trustees'    meeting  in   Concord. 

The  Library  has  been  used  by  several  groups  for 
civic  meetings,  etc.  Quite  a  number  of  current  maga- 
zines are  now  available  for  loan  from  the  Library  and 
if  sufficient   interest    is  shown    similar   loan    privileges 
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might  be  arranged  for  pictures  and  records.  I  believe 
that  our  Library  is  unusually  fortunate  in  having  Mrs. 
Tarney,  Miss  Eastman  and  Mrs.  Cattabriga  as  library- 
assistants.  All  three  are  deeply  interested  in  their  work 
both  with  adults  and  young  people  and  the  school  ex- 
perience of  the  first  two  adds  greatly  to  their  ability  to 
serve  the  young  people's  needs.  The  historical  collec- 
tion continues  to  grow  and  we  are  most  grateful  to  those 
Avho  remember  to  give  us  old  issues  of  the  Advocate, 
town  reports,  entertainment  programs,  pictures,  etc. ; 
the  Librarian  will  be  glad  to  show  the  collection  to  any 
one  interested  at  any  time.  It  would  seem  to  the  Li- 
brarian that  it  would  be  a  wonderful  thing  if  when  a 
new  addition  to  the  school  was  built,  that  the  library 
might  be  moved  to  the  school  where  the  books  would 
be  available  to  them  throughout  school  hours.  The 
present  library  rooms  would  then  make  a  fine  historical 
museum  with  plenty  of  room  to  display  the  many  in- 
etresting  items  we  have  acquired.  We  are  always  ap- 
preciative of  suggestions  of  ways  by  which  we  might 
improve  the  library  services.

FOREST  FIRE  REPORT 

Forest  fires  in  the  state  were  of  a  very  serious  na- 
ture and  very  expensive  in  the  Summer  of  1953 ;  al- 
though Enfield  had  only  two  for  a  total  expenditure  of 
$312.43. 
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The  Grantham  fire  was  well  supported  by  Enfield 
volunteers  and  the  expense  involved  from  this  town 
totaled  $8,194.18. 

The  State  as  of  January  1  1954  has  paid  back  $3,- 
414.71  and  as  soon  as  the  Federal  Government  allots  to 
the  State  their  assistance,  the  town  of  Enfield  will  be 
reimbursed  for  their  share  of  fire  fighting  expenditure 
or  $5,122.06. 

Forest  fire  permits  of  over  300  were  issued  during 
1953  and  no  losses  due  to  carelessness  of  our  people, 
lightning  being  the  origin  of  the  fires  of  the  town. 

The   Summer  of  1954  could  be  another  serious  fire 
year  so  do  not  forget  to  obtain  a  permit,  or  to  notify  the 
Warden  each  time  you  desire  to  burn.

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REPORT  OF  PLAYGROUND   COMMITTEE 
January  1,  to  December  31,  1953 

The  Enfield  playground  program  was  carried  on 
for  seven  weeks  with  approximately  50-70  children  at- 
tending, daily.  The  playground  was  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr.  George  Sullivan,  of  Canaan,  N.  H.  He 
was  assisted  by  the  Misses  Inge  WolfT  and  Carol  Cat- 
tabriga. 

A  bus  was  hired  to  transport  children  from  Enfield 
Center  but  this  was  discontinued  after  a  week  as  only 
one  child  was  being  transported. 

Swimming  classes  were  held  at  Crescent  Beach 
through  kindness  of  Mr.  George  Alafat.  Bus  transpor- 
tation was  provided  for  the  swimming. 

Two  baseball  teams  were  sponsored  and  money 
from  the  games  was  placed  in  the  general  fund.  At  the 
close  of  the  season,  nine  uniforms  were  purchased  for 
the  Junior  team.  League  officials  require  uniforms  for 
the  teams,  and  to  date  the  Enfield  boys  were  the  only 
ones  without  uniforms. 

Extensive  work  was  done  on  the  tennis  court.  Due 
to  the  extremely  dry  weather,  it  was  impossible  to  get 
the  court  in  playing  condition  before  the  close  of  the 
program.  There  is  a  little  more  work  to  be  done  on  the 
court,  but  once  restored  to  good  condition,  this  court 
can  be  maintained  at  very  little  cost. 

At  the  close  of  the  program,  a  field  day  was  held  at 
Huse  Park.  Awards  for  the  various  activities  were 
presented  and  an  exhibit  of  craft  work  was  displayed. 

The  committee  recommends  the  completion  of  the 
tennis  court,  continuation  of  the  swimming  and  base- 
tall  programs  and  an  extended  craft  program. 

The  committee   wishes   to  thank   the  Precinct  and 
the  Civic  Association  for  gifts  which  made  the  work  on 
the  tennis  court  and  the  purchase  of  uniforms  possible.

Superintendent's  Report 

I  hereby    submit  my   sixth    annual    report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Year  in  and  year  out  one  of  the  greatest  concerns 
of  the  citizens  of  any  of  our  New  Hampshire  towns  is 
the  school  system.  And  this  is  rightly  so.  Parents  of 
children  are  concerned  because  they  want  to  be  sure  that 
their  children  receive  the  best  education  possible  within 
the  limits  of  the  town's  ability  to  pay.  The  taxpayers 
are  concerned  about  the  rising  cost  of  schools  (as  is  true 
of  nearly  everything  else)  as  this  is  reflected  in  increas- 
ed tax  bills.  Alumni  are  concerned  because  they  want 
to  have  the  school  maintain  the  same  high  "standards" 
that  it  did  in  the  past.  Pupils  are  concerned  because 
they  want  to  enjoy  school  and  get  out  of  it  the  things 
they  will  need  for  future  living.  It,  therefore,  becomes 
the  complex  job  of  your  School  Board  to  combine  all 
these  various  concerns  and  produce  the  best  possible 
schools  within  the  confines  of  a  limited  and  reasonable 
budget.  The  town  of  Enfield  is  fortunate  in  having  a 
School  Board  that  is  truly  interested  in  the  affairs  of  its 
schools  and  at  the  same  time  is  conscious  of  the  heavy 
drain  being  placed  upon  the  homeowner  and  taxpayers- 
It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  work  with  your  School 
Board  when  they  display  such  enthusiasm  for  their  task 
and  such  an  understanding  of  the  problems  involved. 
However,  they  can  at  best  make  only  partial  solutions 
or  compromises  with  the  funds  available.  No  real  so- 
lution will  be  made  until  the  state  provides  a  more  ade- 
quate form  of  state  aid  to  the  poorer  towns. 


For  many,  many  years  the  School  District  of  En- 
field has  been  struggling  with  the  manner  in  which  they 
could  solve  the  problem  of  adequate  space  for  both  the 
elementary  school  and  the  high  school.  Committee 
after  committee  has  been  formed.  These  committees 
have  made  careful  studies  and  surveys  and  then  report- 
ed to  the  school  district.  Up  until  now,  at  least,  noth- 
ing has  been  done  about  these  reports.  They  have  in- 
vestigated the  possibility  of  a  cooperative  school  dis- 
trict ;  closing  the  high  school  and  sending  the  pupils  to 
Lebanon ;  and  various  and  sundry  additions  to  the  pres- 
ent plant  which  would  provide  the  minimum  needs  for 
a  good  school  situation.  For  the  past  year  another 
committee  has  been  working  under  the  direction  of 
Chairman  Chaloux  and  hopes  to  have  yet  another  solu- 
tion to  present  to  the  voters  at  the  annual  school  dis- 
trict meeting  in  March. 

Our  problem  of  increased  enrollment  really  hit  us 
where  it  hurt  this  year.  There  is  such  a  variation  in  the 
enrollment  at  Enfield,  due  to  the  movement  of  people 
in  and  out  of  town,  that  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  make 
accurate  predictions  or  even  to  properly  prepare  for  just 
one  year  in  advance.  Although  we  anticipated  an  en- 
rollment of  about  40  pupils  in  Grade  I  this  fall  we  act- 
ually had  48.  There  were  several  possible  solutions  to 
this  situation  among  which  were  (I)  do  nothing  and 
have  one  teacher  take  care  of  the  group  (2)  split  the 
first  grade  into  two  groups  and  run  them  in  two  ses- 
sions (3)  find  space,  equip  another  room  and  hire  an- 
other full-time  teacher  (4)  run  all  48  pupils  as  a  unit 
and  engage  a  teacher's  helper  to  assist  with  the  pro- 
gram. If  we  had  followed  out  the  first  of  these  sug- 
gestions the  teacher  would  have  faced  an  impossible 
situation  and  the  pupils  would  have  learned  very  little 
because  they  could  receive  no  individual  attention.  The 
second  suggestion  has  been  tried  in  Enfield  and  other 
towns  with  very  poor  results — furthermore ;  by  regu- 
lation of  the  State  Board  of  Education  it  would  have 
required  hiring  another  full-time  qualified  teacher.  We 
had  no  funds  to  carry  out  the  third  suggestion  which 
would  have  been  the  most  expensive  of  the  four  solu- 
tions. We,  therefore,  decided  upon  the  fourth  solution 
tions.  We,  therefore,  decided  upon  the  fourth  solution 
Although  there  were  several    people    who  doubted  the 


correctness  of  our  decision  in  the  first  few  weeks  of 
school  I  think  most  everyone  agrees  that  things  are  now 
working  out  quite  well. 

For  next  year,  starting  in  September  1954.  it  seenis 
that  some  other  solution  will  have  to  be  made.  Most 
of  the  present  48  pupils  in  Grade  I  will  be  moved  to 
Grade  II.  At  least  35  pupils  are  expected  in  Grade  I  in 
September  1954.  The  only  adequate  solution  seems  to 
be  in  finding  an  additional  room  for  these  extra  pupils 
and  engaging  an  additional  teacher  to  take  care  of  them. 
For  this  extra  room  we  would  take  some  pupils  from 
Grade  I  and  some  pupils  from  Grade  II  thus  averaging 
out  the  numbers  in  any  one  room.  The  total  (35  and 
■48)  divided  by  three  would  allow  for  about  28  pupils  in 
each  room.  This  number,  28,  is  more  than  we  would 
like  for  primary  grades  in  an  ideal  situation  but  is  far 
better  than  trying  to  teach  either  35  or  48  in  one  room 
"by  one  teacher.  Furthermore,  our  census,  taken  in  the 
-fall  of  1953,  indicates  that  we  will  have  between  35  and 
37  pupils  entering  Grade  1  for  the  next  four  years.  As 
these  entering  pupils  gradually  move  up  through  the 
grades  it  is  obvious  that  we  will  need  another  room  to 
accommodate  the  overflow  from  two  more  large  grades. 

The  enrollment  at  the  high  school  is  slowly  advanc- 
ing and  may  be  98  or  more  within  a  few  years.  Even 
now  we  need  another  room  at  the  high  school  and  an  ad- 
ditional teacher  if  we  plan  to  operate  a  really  adequate 
program.  This  need  will  be  all  the  more  evident  as  the 
■enrollment  at  the  high  school  increases. 

PERSONNEL 

B'or  many  of  the  past  few  years  we  have  lost  a  ma- 
jority of  our  high  school  teachers  each  year  and  have 
had  to  replace  them  with  new  teachers.  Our  element- 
ary teaching  stay  has  been  more  stable  because  many 
of  them  are  local  teachers.  Of  the  five  teachers  who 
left  last  year  (out  of  a  total  of  14)  three  obtained  better 
positions  with  larger  salaries,  and  one  was  married  and 
■one  married  woman  was  about  to  become  a  mother. 
Everyone  realizes  that  this  constant  change  of  teachers 
is  not  good  for  the  pupils  or  for  the  continuity  of  the 
total  school  program.  For  years  we  have  been  hearing 
about  the  shortage  of  teachers  and  the  necessity  of  rais- 


ing  salaries.  Actually  the  supply  of  teachers  is  dimin- 
ishing as  the  demand  for  them  increases.  Thus  if  we 
throw  aside  all  arguments  in  relation  to  increased  teach- 
er salaries  except  the  one  in  regard  to  the  old  economic 
law  of  supply  and  demand  it  becomes  evident  that  we 
should  increase  teachers'  salaries  in  order  that  we  re- 
main in  a  bargaining  position  for  the  few  good  teachers 
who  are  available  at  any  given  time.  I  am,  therefore, 
recommending  to  the  School  Board  that  the  salary  sched- 
ule be  increased  by  $100.00  for  the  school  year  1954-55. 
This  will  place  the  minimum  for  a  beginning  teacher 
without  experience  at  $2600.00.  This  is  about  the  sal- 
ary that  most  small  towns  will  be  offering  but  will  be 
far  below  the  larger  places  in  New  Hampshire  where 
they  will  start  beginning  teachers  at  $2700.00  to  $2900.00. 

Last  year  it  was  often  necessary  to  contact  as  many 
as  twenty  or  more  colleges  and  placement  agencies  in 
•order  to  find  just  one  candidate  for  a  particular  posi- 
tion who  would  work  for  the  salaries  which  we  were 
able  to  offer.  Nevertheless  I  think  we  can  feel  very 
fortunate  that  all  of  our  new  teachers  are  good  teachers 
and  several  of  them  are  outstanding. 

Miss  Susie  Eastman  plans  to  retire  from  teaching 
■when  schools  close  in  June  after  having  taught  in  the 
Enfield  Schools  for  thirty-six  years  and  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  for  forty-eight  years.  She  is  one  of 
the  finest,  nicest  persons  I  have  ever  known.  Her 
whole  life  has  been  devoted  to  children  and  their  devel- 
opment. Through  the  years  she  has  kept  abreast  of 
modern  education  by  taking  special  summer  school 
■courses,  extension  courses  and  by  reading  current  rna- 
terial  on  educational  methods  and  procedure.  Miss 
Eastman  really  loves  children  and  has  a  personal  inter- 
est in  each  individual  pupil.  Although  we  will  miss 
her  from  the  staff  we  feel  that  she  has  earned  a  well- 
deserved  retirement  and  we  want  to  wish  her  many 
years  of  happy,  enjoyable  and  interesting  living  with 
her  friends  and  neighbors  in  Enfield. 

SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

We  are  now  using  the  Zaner  Bloser  handwriting 
.system  in  grades  one  through  eight.  This  sei^ves  to  pro- 
vide a  continuity  and   conformity    to  the    handwriting 
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which  is  being  taught  and  we  have  already  seen  a  gen- 
eral improvement  in  the  school  handwriting.  This  im- 
provement should  be  greater  in  years  to  come  as  the 
total  effect  begins  to  accumulate. 

Mrs.  Jane  MacGinnis  from  Orford  is  teaching  art 
and  vocal  music  to  grades  one  through  eight  and  special 
groups  in  the  high  school.  She  has  an  excellent  back- 
ground for  both  of  these  fields  and  is  providing  an  at- 
mosphere in  which  the  pupils  really  enjoy  these  cul- 
tural subjects.  Gustave  Foret,  from  Hanover,  is  teach- 
ing instrumental  music  and  assists  Norman  Provost  in 
this  work  with  the  band.  Both  of  these  programs  are 
operating  with  great  enthusiasm  and  interest. 

The  Enfield  schools  are  now  full  fledged  members 
of  the  New  England  School  Development  Council.  This 
is  an  organization  of  school  systems  in  selected  areas 
throughout  New  England.  The  main  offices  are  at 
Cambridge  but  a  sub-center  has  been  established  for  the 
past  several  years  at  Dartmouth  College.  Besides  hav- 
ing available  all  the  research  reports  of  the  parent  or- 
ganization, such  as  a  review  of  salaries  in  New  England 
made  this  fall,  the  teachers  participate  in  the  programs 
put  on  at  Dartmouth  College.  This  year  they  are  work- 
ing on  problems  of  reading  for  Mathematics  and  Sci- 
ence Teachers,  problems  involved  in  the  "troubled  child"^ 
and  a  review  of  some  of  the  most  recent  research  in  read- 
ing in  the  elementary  school. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  New  Hampshire  leg- 
islature a  bill  was  passed  permitting  schools  to  offer  a 
non-credit  course  in  the  care  and  handling  of  firearms. 
Following  out  this  idea  a  Rifle  Club  has  been  organiz- 
ed under  the  direction  of  Mark  Rines. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  Whitney  Hall  is  no  longer 
available  for  basketball,  this  sport  has  been  dropped 
from  the  list  of  high  school  activities.  Some  pupils  and 
teachers  were  very  much  interested  in  continuing  bas- 
ketball and  a  complete  search  of  the  area  was  made  to 
find  a  suitable  hall  in  which  to  play.  The  one  or  two 
which  were  found  were  too  expensive  or  too  far  away 
to  use.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  sport  had  to  be  drop- 
ped because,  needing  only  five  players,  it  is  well  suited 
to  be  played  by  small  high  schools.  Nearly  every  high 
school  in  New  Hampshire  has  a  basketball  team.     Ski- 
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ing  has  been  instituted  as  a  substitute  activity.  The 
lack  of  snow  in  the  early  part  of  the  winter  delayed  the 
beginning  of  practice  until  the  early  part  of  January. 

The  state  director  for  Civilian  Defense  has  asked 
that  all  schools  plan  and  carry  out  air  raid  drills.  The 
School  Board  and  I  felt  that  this  would  create  undue 
alarm  on  the  part  of  both  pupils  and  parents.  How- 
ever, we  do  plan  to  prepare  a  mode  of  operation  for  air 
raids  in  connection  with  suggestions  from  the  town  di- 
rector of  civilian  defense.  This  plan  would  be  explain- 
ed to  the  teachers  but  not  to  the  pupils. 

We  are  continuing  with  our  previous  program  of 
having  a  few  teachers  each  year  meet  with  the  School 
Board  to  explain  each  teacher's  program  in  the  school. 
The  School  Board  also  is  continuing  its  program  of  hold- 
ing an  open  meeting  early  in  October  so  that  citizens 
and  parents  can  come  in  to  discuss  special  items  which 
they  wish  to  have  added  or  deleted  from  the  budget. 

GENERAL 

As  usual  it  has  been  necessary  to  spend  a  consid- 
erable amount  of  money  on  repairs  in  order  to  maintain 
the  buildings  and  grounds  in  proper  condition.  A  dry 
well  was  put  in  and  the  new  drainage  system  was  com- 
pleted ;  a  lot  of  fill  was  brought  in  to  level  up  the  school 
yard ;  the  brick  work  around  the  lower  part  of  the  build- 
ing was  pointed  up  and  repaired ;  new  eaves  spouts  were 
put  in  all  around  the  edge  of  the  roof ;  a  new  floor  was 
put  in  the  lower  hallway ;  the  commercial  room  was  re- 
vamed ;  and  by  employing  a  young  man  to  help  Mr. 
Shurtleff  we  were  able  to  do  quite  a  large  amount  of 
painting  which  was  necessitated  by  the  fact  that  many 
rooms  had  become  badly  discolored  from  the  leak  we 
had  in  the  chimney  last  year. 

Our  P-TA  has  continued  its  enthusiastic  and  help- 
ful program.  Due  to  their  efforts  the  World  Insurance 
accident  insurance  was  made  available  to  the  pupils. 
The  programs  of  the  P-TA  and  their  loyal  support  have 
been  of  tremendous  assistance  to  the  school  program. 

A  new  school  law  was  passed  by  the  last  legislature 
making  it  compulsory  for  all  children,  living  in  towns 
which  maintain  a  high  school,  to  attend  school  until 
they  reach  the  age  of  sixteen     This  does  not  afifect  too 
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many  pupils  in  Enfield  because  most  of  them  continue 
on  to  complete  high  school  at  which  time  they  are  over 
16  years  of  age. 

The  legislature  also  granted  funds  to  increase  the 
number  of  Supervisory  Unions  in  the  state.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  a  plan  for 
a  new  Supervisory  Union  was  suggested  which  would 
include  Enfield,  Canaan,  Dorchester  and  several  of  the 
nearby  small  towns.  The  idea  was  dropped  when  a 
protest  was  received  from  some  of  the  towns  involved. 

Mason  Ingram  resigned  from  his  position  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Enfield  School  Board  when  he  moved  to  Nor- 
wich last  summer.  He  served  loyally  and  faithfully 
on  the  School  Board  for  many  years  and  his  resigna- 
tion was  received  with  sincere  regret.  However,  the 
people  of  Enfield  can  feel  very  grateful  that  such  a  cap- 
able, experienced  and  interested  person  as  the  Reverend 
Herbert  Foote  was  willing  to  complete  this  unexpired 
term. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  those,  par- 
ents, teachers,  custodians,  members  of  the  P-TA,  the 
School  Board,  pupils  and  others,  who  have  helped  in 
producing  good   schools  for  Enfield.
